Six Mile Bridge 


First piece of right-of-way for 
a new approach to Six Mile bridge 
near Belle Glade was approved 
by the County Commission th‘x 
week at the request of Commis- 
sioner Paul Rardin. 

The board voted to accept the 
recommendation of County Engi- 
neer J. M. Boyd for procurement 
of a piece of right of way on the 
‘east side of the canal approaching 
the span which has been the scene 
of several serious auto accidents 
in recent months. 


Rardin said the county board 
had started condemnation procet.l- 
ings to procure needed additional 
right of-way for new approaches 
to the bridge. 

Also in connection with Six Mile 
bridge, Commissioner Rardin told 
the board this week that Flashing 
signals had been installed at the/ te: 
span and were in operation. A re- 
cent check of the flasher, Rardin 
said, proved that they can be Seen 
from several hundred yards from 
either side of the bridge. Said the 
Glades Commissioner “I anticipat 
no further accidents if the motor- 
ing public will -heed the flascing 
signals since red means danger.”

TALLAHASSEE — As 
Schott leaves the state beverage 
department which he has directed 
since 1949, Joe Bowen takes charg» 
in his place. Bowen is the man 
who, formed and directed the fly- 
ing squadrons which have made 
liquor law enforcement a sharp- 
toothed instrument in the past twc 
and a half years, Schott in his 
final statement to Governor War- 
ren reported his agency had col- 
lected $132,332,284 in liquor and 
cigaret taxes in three years. 


TALLAHASSEE — Two great 
new tuberculosis hospitals will be 
opened this week and next, one at 
‘Tampa’and one here. Justice B. K 
Roberts of supreme court of Fior- 
ida made the principal speech in 
opening the hospital at Drew 
Field. It has 500 bads, and will 
‘care for all tuberculosis patients in 
the southwest Florida. The other, 
of efjual size, namde the W. T. Ed- 
wards hospital for the chairman 
and recently reappointed mem! 
of the state tuberculosis board, 
will be opened April 6. Both were 
built from proceeds of the state 
cigarette tax. 


TALLAHASSEE—The Peninsu- 
lar Telephone Company was denied 
the right to put temporary rate 
increases into effect, pending a 
final determination of its request 
for permanent increases. Chairman 
Richard A. Mack of the Florida 
Railroad ahd Public Utilities Com- 
mission said the commission's €x- 
perts havé not yet finished study- 
ing the case, and may need more 
testimony, therefore a temporary 
rate increase would be-premature 
This is one of the largest tele- 
phone systems in the state, serv- 
ing the Tampa-St. Petersburg and 
lower west coast area. 


TALLAHASSEE — The state 
supreme court has ruled that a 
person with active tuberculosis 
may be confined against his will in 
a state hospital: It refused to or- 
der the release of Donald Moore, 
new confined against his will at 
the southwest hospital in Tampa.

Therefore, a motel is not 
eligible for a liquor license, as a 
hotel may be, except in very 
special cases. Such as, where a 
motel is in fact a hotel as to 
structure, nature and use.
